Ramadier 
Asks Vote Of

Paris, Aug. 9: 

M. Paul Ramadier, French 
Prime Minister, tonight asked 
for a vote of confidence in the 
National ‘Assembly after a 
aptrited two-day debate on the 
proposed -municipnl — c!ectoral 
statute, 

In conformity with conatitu- 
tlonal regulations, an voto of 
confidence will have to be he'd 
after a delay of 48 hours—on 
Monday. . 

The Government proposal, on 
which M. Paul Ramadier has 
asked for a vote of confidente, 
provided for clections by pro- 
portional representation ‘In 
comntunes having more than 
9,000 inhabitants while for com- 
munes of 9,000 or less inhabi- 
tants, candidates will be e'ected 
by, a simple majority after two 
Lallota have been held. 

It was on the question of the 
second ballot in the _amaller 
communes that ie National 
Assembly was divided with the 
two largest Parties—the Com- 
niunjsts and the Popular Rqpub- 
Neana—strongly opposed to the 
Government's -proposition. —

British Bomb. 


The crews and operational 
staff of the three American 
Superforts began the current 
tests with a new secret British 
bomb. 

“In these warm-up tests it was 
belfeved the British Lancasters 
could not handle fhe secret 
bomb because the bombs need- 
ed, to be released from an 
altitude greater than the Lan- 
casters’ limit of 27,000 fect. 

The Royal Air Force wanted 
two direct hits nat the bunker, 
The Americans walloped five 
out of, 13 into the desired cir- 
rele at an altitude ‘considered 
close to the optrational ceiling 
for Superforts. Tho furthest 
miss was only 1,200 feet away. 

To date, more than 800 bombs

MARX vs; RUSSIA 


Almost 100 years ago, Karl 
Marx wrote from London to the 
New York Tribune: “The can- 
flict between Russian’ despotism 
and, Western democracy seems to 
be everlasting in the Balkans. 
Those who are working for the 
survival of democracy in Europe 
‘must introduce European arts, 
sciences, justice, liberty, and the | 
spirit of independence into. the 
Balkans.” A little later he wrote? 

“From time. to time Russia 
pretends that it has no evil intes- 
+tions—against-this~ or-that-nation,, 
but merely wishes to protect it.’ 
Humanity should be on: its guard 
against claims of protection on the 
part'af Russia, Did they not claind 
to be the protectors of Poland at 
ane time?" 

There is almost overwhelminc 
frany today in Marx's conviction | 
that the one potent enemy against 
Czarist Russia was “the Euro: 
pean Revolution, the ‘ explosive 
force , of .demucratic ideas and 
man’s, “native thins: for freedom.” 
Now, a strange cofipound of 
Marxist Revolution, and Slavic 
imperialism presents itself .as_a 
challenge to democracy in what 
Marx called “the conflict between 
the East and the West.” Here ‘is

huke to thuse sloppy thinkers who 
hold that it is impossible to Hive 
in the same world as Russia with- 
aut war because tlic Russiins ate 
Marxists. . Perhaps the most re- 
volutionary attitude of all. i is that 
which: sees that -the enemy is not 
merely. a mation or fi system but 
& despotic tendency of the-human 
mind appearing to some degree 
in all societies,, On this tendency. 
which would pervert’ eveti the 
best human ideals, the alert spiri- 
tual thinker trains his guns, |

Sinco tho war, as the Scere- 
tary of Stato’ for the Colonies, 
Mr; Arthur Creech-Jonca, point- 
ed out, Britain has been busy 
returning colonicn to peaceful 
conditions, adjusting their 
economies to fluctuating condi- 
tions, absorbing their military 
forces, repasring ,. the ravages 
of war, reviewing public scr- 
vices, coping with neglect and 
disturbance and — griovances, 
antisfying claims of nationalism 
and ‘expanding {reedom,. dis. 
ctdalng highly controversial 
problems of international po- 
licy and demonstrating, in apite 
of shortages of . manpower, 
materlals and skilla, her con- 
rea desire ty serve their pco- 
be. 

All this, he added, has to be 
done mainly by persuasion since 
all British colonics are on the 
road to responsible se'f-govern- 
ment and the Mother Country 
is not in a position to dictaw 
te ed even for their own 
good.
